family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extert of ene quarter ses- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less 
ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tio: to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the loreal agent 
for the district in which the land is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged fer a homestead
